N ew Y'ork, January 6, 1890. 
H al brooms are an im portant factor in 
New Y ork life. 
Taken collectively they 
represent New Y'ork dwelling houses mul­ 
tiplied by three, five or seven, according to 
the num ber of stories, the inequality in 
num bers being brought about by the de­ 
ducting of one on the second floor at the 
rear, for a bath-room and in not a few 
cases, the dissemination of sewer gas in ad­ 
dition. 
I t serves its purpose, nevertheless, 
and can be placed on the list of “hall­ 
rooms.” 
Thus, what one has left unful­ 
filled in mission disastrous, the other ac­ 
complishes. 
W hat of light and ventila­ 
tion is left free to enter by one is excluded 
by the other, and between the two the 
average New Y orker gropes an uncertain 
and stilled way up and down, his or her 
progress illum ined by glintings from a 
pale skylight above, aided on dark days, 
perhaps, by spectral illum ination of low- 
turned gas jets on one side. 
These facts hold good of handsome 
dwellings alike with battered veterans, 
given over to boarders and lodgers, modern 
draperies in the former, completing a task 
seemingly perfected and serving to hold, 
keep fast and retain for future distribution 
any floating germs of anything going, 
especially from imperfectly sewered bath­ 
rooms, of which, in private houses, there is 
usually more than one. 
W hy ball-rooms should exist In the 
homes of the wealthy is a double commen­ 
tary on New Y'ork life, showing first how 
impossible it is thought to spare even that 
narrow spare; in the second, the fashiona­ 
ble love of darkness. 
Freely adm itted 
light m ight shine w ith tell-tale illum ina­ 
tion on paint and powder, and ventilation 
is found objectionable lest fine thingsshould 
feel too keenly the breath of heaven. 
In w ealthy houses, however, hall-rooms 
are adjuncts only to the larger rooms— 
places for the bestowal of an over-stock of 
finery, of some troublesome child, or per­ 
haps some yet more troublesome poor rela­ 
tion who m ust tenqiorarily be harbored. 
A t all events, they are not the sole 
habitats which they become when, over­ 
taken by the flood of up-town progression, 
the house is given over to money-makir.g 
purposes. 
In a lodging or boarding-house the exist­ 
ence of the hall-room is easily explained. 
R un on the principle of so many heads to 
so m any square feet, they grow valuable, 
and it is food for thought th at in New 
York they are much more easily let and 
more generally tilled than the square rooms 
beside them. 
T heir inhabitants rise before me, men 
and women, old and young, chiefly the 
latter, since hall-room life is not conducive 
to longevity. 
Usually they are early risers, for the 
reason tiiat in most cases they occupy 
seven and eight o’clock in the m orning 
positions, and must he gone. 
From what do they go? 
A space of from eight to twelve feet in 
length and from five to ten feet in breadth. 
W ithin th at compass is stored their clothes, 
books, ornaments, themselves and such 
furniture as the typical landlady allows 
them . 
Some fag end of carpet, a single 
bed, a washstand, a chair, a bureau, some­ 
tim es a small, battered table, and some­ 
times two chairs. 
They come back to these things at night, 
if boarding, in order to get th eir dinners. 
If the inhabitant be a inan, the meal over, 
he generally goes again. 
W hy should he rem ain? 
No cheerful fire in w inter warms him; 
in summer, hot breezes choke him . 
H e 
goes and H eaven knows where. 
If in an 
apartm ent house, he may and probably 
does return, not until bedtime, when he 
turns in as an anim il to its lair. 
W e read much of New Y ork’s poor, 
where so many heads are crowded in such 
a space, yet there is much unw riiten 
jragedy in the lives of these lone beings. 
“Each in his narrow cell.” 
In sickness, he lies forlorn; on rising, an 
unwarmed atm osphere may send shivers 
through him. 
In the same category as the hall-room. 
but of even inferior grade, comes a set of 
apartm ents always on toji floors. 
W ithout 
windows and lit from above, the light falls 
always unpleasantly—glowing down fierce­ 
ly in summer, glinting gloomily in winter, 
the prisoner w ithin seeing nothing of an 
outside world but what the sky, darkly 
visiblejthrough dirty glass, can reveal. 
It 
is almost invariably a “him ” who lives in 
some one of these rooms. 
H e lives there 
because he calculates in general not to be 
there. 
I once knew, however, of two 
young men, brothers, who crowded together 
in one of these rooms, the entire apart­ 
m ent hardly larger than a large closet. 
1 
also knew of a young lad who occupied a 
sim ilar one in company w ith a drunken 
father. 
The house was a nice one; they 
were all well dressed on the street; the 
first-named belonged to an excellent and 
formerly wealthy New Y'ork family, and 
numbered the Astors on their visiting list. 
But this is a digression, and the cases cited 
exceptional. 
I t is with the hall-room th at we have 
concern, and in general there is no greater 
allotm ent than a head to each. 
T hat 
surely is enough. 
In an apartm ent house where I am ac­ 
quainted it occurred to me the other day, 
in view of w riting this article, to note the 
personal belongings of the three hall-room s 
\acated during the day. 
No. 1.—Two railroad guides, one news­ 
paper, two theater programmes, a copy of 
“H arry Lorriquer,” a picture of two cat -. 
No. 2.— A newspaper, an almanac, a 
copy of “She.” 
No. 3.—Tin rack w ith sponge, a railroad 
guide, an evening paper, a theater pro­ 
gramme, a dog’s head on the wall. 
E ich room contained a small, battered 
trunk. 
The small closet, I presume, held 
articles of masculine attire, as also the 
drawers and scratched and generally defaced 
bureaus. 
The three tables and the three 
chairs were in keeping. 
From abnormal soil must come abnormal 
growth. 
From mean and narrow quarters 
come mean and narrow beings. 
They 
walk the streets, libels on the human race. 
T heir misdoings, th eir amusements on the 
mean and narrow order. 
A proportion thus grows old. 
As year 
by year, lim e steals along, they ossify 
hopelessly. 
Cut off from legitim ate ex­ 
penditure of the affections, what of affec­ 
tion is left to them becomis more and 
more self-centered, the week’s salary af- 
fordiog them just so much for self and 
nothing more. 
T he better class cliug to 
some pride of life; dressing reasonably 
well and buying respectably good seats at 
theaters, to which of course they escort 
none hut themselves, or perhaps, some com­ 
rade who is expected to reciprocate. 
A few grow morbid and begin to trim 
up th eir little cells wilh an assiduity that 
is astonishing. 
I t was recently m y lot to 
see a hall-room in which the entire sides 
were covered with business cards pasted on 
the papering and tacked on tlie wood­ 
work. 
Im agine the caliber of a man who 
could find his status improved by such 
surr uudings. 
A nother individual I hap- 
j enul to know would have disdained such j 
adornments, but the wilderness of little I 
crocheted and knitted mats, cheap glass j 
and china bottles, small vases, engravings, j 
photographs and the like, already a be- ¡ 


wilderment, were aided to on Saturday 
nights when he drew b : 
salary. 
H is de­ 
light was to exhibit tüese things to one or 
more acquaintances, and at certain inter­ 
vals of lime he gave an ice-cream aud 
cake entertainm ent to some half-dozen 
persons. 
Dishes were borrowed from his 
landlady and chairs from the house in 
general. 
N atures there are of course, so strong, 
so wholesome, th at they trium ph over 
th eir surroundings. 
Especially, because 
strong, they abide 
not 
long 
in the 
hall - room. 
Mean 
and 
narrow 
quarters cannot cramp th e m ; they cast 
them aside as the chrysalis its covering, 
and til3 world may hear of them as men of 
mark. 
Blit the woman whom destiny has set in 
the hall-room ! 
W ithin those cruel lim it­ 
ations she is almost as helpless as the being 
who wakes to a coffined life. 
If she he re­ 
fined, so much the worse for her, perhaps, 
and in her case the possession of brain 
even, unless in the direction of money­ 
making, may add to suffering because e n ­ 
abling her to comprehend the full degree 
of her deprivations. 
But the subject of woman and the hall- 
room may furnish m aterial for another ar­ 
ticle.

A few days ago I was talking w ith a 
man about the kind of men th a t women 
like, writes Miss Palfry, and he expressed 
his surprise at the adm iration of certain 
relined women whom lie knows for men 
whose appearance is the reverse of refiued. 
One big man was especially obnoxious to 
him on account of a certain swagger, awk­ 
ward movements and a loud voice; and yet 
a sweet, refined, tim id, gentle little woman 
looked upon this T itan w ith awe and ad­ 
m iration. 
My friend, 
being refined—a 
man of tine literary ability, much cultiva­ 
tion and a low voice— could not admire 
this man, and could see nothing in him 
th at any woman would admire. 
To tell the truth, women do admire big 
men ; the m ajority of them care more for 
phvsical than for intellectual strength. 
Manliness, even if it approaches in appear­ 
ance a consciousness of brute strength, 
never yet failed to appeal to a woman, no 
m atter how refiued she may be. 
This ad­ 
m iration of physical strength is only one 
of the many forms of the worship of power 
th at is inherent in every hum an breast. 
W omen tire of “carpet knights” as they 
tire of each other. 
They do not mind a 
little abruptness, a little awkwardness 
from a man, provided always it carries 
w ith it a certain am ount of deference to 
themselves. 
And if he have the reputa­ 
tion of not caring for women his attentions 
are just so much the more flattering, be­ 
cause they are sincere. 
How can the a t­ 
tentions of a man who is always devoted 
to some woman be complimentary ? 
They 
are quite the reverse. 
T here are many 
women who never become seriously inter­ 
ested in men of this ty p e ; they prefer a 
more robust sort of man. 
After all, perhaps there is more in that 
theory 
of counterparts, which is 
ex­ 
pounded in the very brilliant novel of th at 
name, than some of us believe. 
A woman 
likes a man, first, because lie is a man ; 
and, secoudly, because his strongest char­ 
acteristics are the opposite of hers. 
G rant A llen seems to think th at women 
do not wish to m arry ; th at they can, but 
won’t. 
H e says it is not the fault of the 
men, but of the women. 
If all women 
say as does M ary J . Holmes, th at she 
could not m arry a man who drinks, gam ­ 
bles or swears, I suppose it m ust be the 
fault of the men. 
Í wonder if there is a 
man— I exclude clergymen in this re­ 
m ark—who does not swear when he is 
angry? 
_ 
But, as to women not m arrying— and it 
seems to me th at the m arriage list in the 
paper is about as long as it has been for 
some years—but if they do not marry, is 
not the fault on both sides? 
I t is not six 
of one and half a dozen of the other ? 
Count on your fingers ten unm arried 
men of your acquaintance, and why are 
they not married ? 
Number one is so con­ 
tent w ith his club th at he is willing to let 
well enough alone. 
N um ber two is doing 
a fairly good business, and is a nice, plain 
sort of a man, who could, if he would, 
marry a nice, pretty girl of no great social 
importance. 
But he aspires to m arry an 
heiress, who is a belle in the most exclu­ 
sive set in fashionable society, and she will 
none of him. 
Num ber three is a dancing 
man much sought after for balls and cotil­ 
lions, and has far too good a time to marry 
and settle dow n; he can afford to enjoy 
single blessedness a few years longer, he 
thinks. 
Num ber four is a young man just 
started in business, and cannot afford to 
marry. 
Num ber five is a man of forty 
with a small income, who has some rela­ 
tives dependent upon him. 
Num ber six 
is fond of travel, and does not wish to be 
hampered w ith a wife and children. Num ­ 
ber seven has tim idly offered himself to a 
girl who has refused him, and he rails at 
the whole sex. 
Number eight is willing 
to m arry, but the extravagance of the 
times alarms him. 
Num ber nine is wait­ 
ing to fall iu love, and num ber ten is, per­ 
haps, engaged. 
And now take ten unm arried women be­ 
tween the ages of twenty and thirty. One, 
perhaps, has never had an offer; another 
has never been in love; a third may loe in 
love w ith a poor man who will never be 
able to support her; a fourth is too busy 
supporting herself to go into society at 
all, and so meets few eligible men ; a fifth 
is ready to m arry a sensible man who can 
support her comfortably, but she has no 
fortune, and the men don’t propose to pen­ 
niless g irls; a sixth may be in love with 
a man who appears indifferent to her, and 
a seventh would have accepted a certain 
man if lie had asked her a second tim e— 
not th at she refused him through coquetry, 
but she did not quite knew her own m ind. 
An eighth is ambitious to m arry wealth, a 
ninth aspires to be famous in literature or 
art and a tenth does not wish to m arry at 
all. 
' 
And it is true the men are turned aside 
from proposing by very small things; a 
slight unintentional coolness of manner 
from the woman, or a chance remark con­ 
cerning her from tome third person, has 
broken up m any a match that m ight have 
resulted in happiness. B ut if a man knows 
how to woo he may win any woman he 
chooses. 
For, after all, it is not so much 
the man as the manner of his wooing, and 
this has been very daintily and cleverly 
expressed in a recent poem by an author 
whose name I forget: and long ago Shake­ 
speare said the man who has a tongue is 
no man, if with it he caDnot win a woman. 
Charles Dudley W arner, too, in his “ A 
L ittle Journey in the W orld,” gives the 
men a h in t when lie says of Henderson, 
“there was this about him th at appeared 
to her admirable, and in contrast with her 
own hesitating indirection, that w hatever 
he wanted—money or position, or the love 
of woman—he went straight to his object 
w ith unconsciousness th at failure was pos­ 
sible.” 
On another page he says: 
“Philosophers on this topic say that a 
man ought always to be able to tell by a 
woman’s demeanor toward him whether 
she is favorably inclined, and tiiat he need 
run no risk. 
L ittle signs, the eves alone, 
draw people together, and make formal 
language 
superfluous. 
T his 
theory 
is 
abundantly sustained by examples, and we 
m ight rest on it if all women knew their 
own minds, and if, op. the other hand, they 
could always tell w hether a man was seri­ 
ous before he made a definite avowal. 
There is another notion, fortunately not 
yet extinct, th at the m anliest thing a man 
can do is to take his life in his hand, pay 
the woman be loves th e highest tribute in 
his power by offering her his heart and 
name, and giving her the definite word 
th at may he the touchstone to reveal to 
herself h er own feeling. 
In our conven­ 
tional life women must move behind a 
mask in a world of uncertainties.” 
Doubtless there are many charm ing men 
and women who would be happier married 
than single. 
W e all know of men and 
women who have declared their intention 
of never m arrying, and who have married 
very soon after such declarations, and be­ 
come the most devoted of husbands and 
wives. 
Ali of which proves that they 
were ready to m arry when they m et the 
rig h t persons. 
But how are they all to 
m eet the right ones— their counterparts ! 
I wonder th at G rant Allen and other ad­ 
vocates of urnrr¡a£c do not turn their at­ 
tention to m atch-making, and in th is way 
try to bring about th ■ marriages that they 
spend thcii time in w riting about. W ould 
not this be a more practical proof th at they 
mean what they say ? 
And it would not 


be a difficult thing to do. 
A nice house, a 
few afternoon teas and cozy dinners with 
the right one, a little moonlight, a song, a 
tete-a-tete in the tw ilight, a little praise of 
that man to this woman, and of this woman 
to that man, and a readiness to give the 
woman a dowry when one is needed. 
A 
little unselfishness on the part of the 
m atchm aker will do wonders. 
After all, why should not this unw ill­ 
ingness to m arry be ascribed to the lack of 
matchm akers? 
If every m arried woman, 
young, m iddle aged and old, would do her 
best to make her unm arried friends m arry, 
I wonder what the result would be? 
This is worthy the consideration of 
G rant A llen and of those who think as lie 
does. 
But how glad I am to know that at least 
one man in the world thinks th at women 
can, but will not, m arry. 
I am so tired of 
hearing men express their belief that 
every woman is only waiting for the sm all­ 
est amount of encouragement to fall into a 
man’s arms. 
But I suppose few men will 
agree with him.

From the “A utobiography of Joseph 
Jefferson,” now being published with pic­ 
tures in “The Century,” we quote the fol­ 
lowing : “I have before said th at a portion 
of my early theatrical 
education was 
drawn from hard work in the paint and 
property-room of a theater, so th at when I 
became a manager I delighted in the ‘get- 
up,’ as it was technically called, of plays, 
so far as our slender means would perm it. 
To fashion and paint a rustic bridge, with 
a wide board behind it, set upon two shaky 
trestles, for Rob Roy to cross over, was a 
special privilege. 
A profile boat for the 
‘Lady of th e Lake’ was another delight. 
T his perfectly unsafe-Iooking skiff was 
always set on a trunk mounted upon four 
little wooden wheels th at no am ount of 
black-lead could induce to 
keep from 


squeaking- 
T.i!e . .r0|)e. “ ust !’e »tea*>i'y ! ¿xVt after he has deserveii 
pulled—the slightest lers and over goes , - 
howeve, was unlHU;ll 
her ladyship into the gauze waters. 
But 
let us return to the story. 
“ ‘Romeo and Ju lie t’ being announced, I 
felt th at the balcony scene should have 
some attention, and I conceived a simple 
an economical idea that would enable me, 
at a day's notice, to produce the effect in a 
m anner ‘hitherto 
unparalleled 
in tlie 
annals of the stage.’ 
Skirm ishing about 
the wharves and ship-chandlers’, 1 chanced 
to light upon a job lot of empty candle- 
boxes. 
By taking a quantity the card­ 
boards were throw n in, and nothing makes 
a finer or more imposing but unsubstantial 
balustrade than cardboard. 
The boxes, 
placed one by one on top of each other and 
painted a neat stone color, formed a pleas­ 
ing architectural pile. 
Before the play began I had cautioned 
Ju lie t th at when ‘she leaned her cheek 
upon her hand’ she should let her elbow- 
rest gracefully but lightly on the frail 
structure th at was to support it. 
Romeo 
also had to be cautioned, for, as the house 
of C apulet was already about his ears, it 
was necessary th at at least his shins should 
escape any contact with the foundation. 
T he scene opened w ith th e hacking of 
something, supposed to represent the dis­ 
tant city of Verona, w ith my new balcony 
in the foreground. 
Romeo aud Ju lie t 
were warm and energetic in their love pas­ 
sages, hut still acted with becoming care 
anil gentle consideration for the balcony 
about which they fluttered. All seemed to 
he 
going 
well 
till 
presently 
there came the sound of half-suppressed 
laughter from the audience. 
‘Crocker,’ _ 
said I, from the wing, ‘are yon shaking 
the balcony?’ 
‘No,’ he 
w hispered; ‘i ■ 
haven’t touched it.’ 
‘W hat are thev 
laughing at, then?’ 
‘Can’t imagine,’ said 
he. 
T he laughter increased, and it was 
quite evident that som ething

many of the social systems of Europe. 


As f a r back as 1857 Captain Ericsson 
established his claim in court to the honor 
of having fitted th e screw propeller to 
Am erican vessels. 
H e put the first pro­ 
peller into an Am erican war ship, the 
Princeton, and now, after all these years, 
a bill is before Congress, backed by Senator 
Chandler, to pay the Captain’s heirs some

devoted to it by him .

no dispute about the justice of the claim. 
B ut is it not a sad commentary on the sys­ 
tems under which governments do busi­ 
ness, th at justice was not done Ericsson in 
h is lifetime, in this m atter?

having blown out the gas, and asks: “Shall 
we therefore condemn gas burners?” 
The 
Professor is not sound in his reasoning. 
I f a man does not have intelligence suffi­ 
cient to get off of a railway track when a 
train approaches, and is consequently run 
over and killed, it is no reason for con- 
dem ing railways. 
T here is a very broad 
distinction between dangers of which we 
know and may avoid, and those of which 
we do know and cannot avoid. 
Thus, no 
m an can tell just when and where a “live 
w ire” may fall or cross another, and there­ 
fore no man can tell when and where he is 
in danger from a “live wire.” 
H ence the 
necessity for requiring electrical wires of 
all kinds to be well put up, and th at all 
o ther securities against accident in the use 
o f th e electrical current, reasonably neces­ 
sary, stiall be adopted. 


T h e r e appears to be good reason to be­ 
lieve th at nihilism has had a revival in 
Russia, aud th at the recent massacre in 
Siberia has given th e revival greater vigor. 
W e do think, ftom all we can learn from 
th e more intelligent correspondents from 
Russia, th at there is likelihood of a gen­ 
eral revolution, or any, indeed, th at will 
at present endanger the throne of the 
Czar. 
As a recent w riter on th e subject 
of tottering thrones has said, th at of the 
Czar is safe so long as the Russian peasant 
believes the Czar is his “little lath er.” 
B ut th at there is about to be entered upon 
an era of disturlance and dynam ite poli­ 
cies, cannot be doubted by any who read 
and reason. 
T he Internationals are ac­ 
tively at work, and they have to-dav a 
m ore compact organization than at any 


previous date. 
P rior to this the member­ 
ship has lieen so large, and made up so in ­ 
discrim inately th at the police have had 
little difficulty in penetrating into the 
very heart of the councils. Now, however, 
the secret work is confined to th e few, and 
these are chosen with a care not heretofore 
exercised. 
Outside of this political o r­ 
ganization 
w ith 
its 
ramifications 
reaching into every State in Europe, there 
are the radical N ihilists, whose activity is 
confined to Russian territory only, and 
who are the ready agents of cruelty and 
assassination. 
Ttie leadership of the N i­ 
hilists is absolutely pitiless ; the quality 
of m ercy has been banished from their 
hearts. 
W e need not be surprised to hear 
all this w inter th a t both the organiza­ 
tions are actively at work, the first upon 
the more legitim ate lines of revolutionary 
hojtes, the o th er upon the plane of the as­ 
sassin, and w ith the sole object of striking 
terror to the hearts of the ruling classes.

THE EPIDEMIC^ 


T here is general agreem ent among the 
physicians at the East th at the fatality of 
the influenza has been greatly exagger­ 
ated. 
So, too, has its prevalence. 
Every 
one having a cold is inclined to believe he 
has the disease. 
T he tru th is, as discov­ 
ered by analysis of the reports of physi­ 
cians in New Y ork and Boston, th a t pneu­ 
monia has been unusually prevalent this 
winter; th at there are many cases of epi­ 
demic influenza, and th at some of them 
have proven fatal. 
B ut the extrem e cases 
have nearly all term inated in pneumonia 
or lung fevers. 
In the vast m ajority of 
cases of influenza the patients are confined 
to their houses but two or three days, and 
not then in bed. Some instances are given 
w here the patients never ceased attendance 
upon their business. 
Dr. Shrady, in the 
Medical Record, says of the real influenza 
th at is epidemic: 
It partakes m ore of the febrile an d nervous 
v ariety lh au th a t of th e purely catarrh al. T he 
increased tem perature in th e beginning o f the 
attack , w ith th e severe pains in th e head, back, 
a u d low er extrem ities, are th e leading phenom ­ 
ena w hich are noted in the large m ajority o f 
cases. Only in a com paratively few instances 
are th e eoryzal sym ptom s th e leading features 
ol the seizure. This U tter is. perhaps, a fortu 
nate circum stance, in view of th e generally ac­ 
cepted opinion concerning th e greatly exagger­ 
ated danger of bronchitis and pneum onia as 
necessary com plications. 
T he prostration is 
oftentim es extrem e, but by no m eans danger­ 
ous, an d readily yields to th e usual rem edies. 
T he after effects, the physicians agree, ■ 
are such as are indicated by feelings of 
prostration and a lowering of the health 
tone, but this soon yields to care of the 
¡verson and ordinary tonic treatm ent. The 
remedies th at appear to have found most 
favor w ith the physicians of the East are 
laxatives, anodynes, antipyreties and ton­ 
ics, w ith stim ulating expectorants, w hile 
for the headaches 
antipyrin 
and the 
bromides are in most prominence. 
I t is 
likely th at the epidemic will be of brief 
duration. 
I t shows no contagious features 
and is not, say the medical faculty, to be 
greatly feared, though no one should con­ 
sider its assaults a m atter to be neglected. 
W hile the best health conditions should 
be studied, and their conservation is the 
only known preventive agency, the doc­ 
tors are all agreed that it is not possible 
to name any positive preventive, for these 
are frequently attacked who are most 
robust, and w ith whom the health condi­ 
tions are the best. 
These appear to be 
the sum of the opinions of the Eastern 
physicians as the result of th eir observa­ 
tion of the epidemic in this country. 
It 
w ill be noted th at there is much less con­ 
cern m anifest by our doctors than by those 
of Europe, and this justifies the conclusion 
th a t the disease is not so m alignant in the 
U nited States as in the Old W orld.

Jesus magnificent presents. 
And then the 
shepherds bring to him their offering of 
black pudding. 
After which they all ask 
the Babe for his blessing. 
And there are 
angels, too, who bring stars to the H eaven­ 
ly Child. 
Oh ! it is g ran d !” 
Suzon had been the year before to the 
M idnight Mass, and perhaps believed that 
she had seen all these things. 
Pierrot 
listened entranced, and when she had 
finished said with a decided a ir: 
“ I want to go to the M idnight Mass.” 
“ You are too small,” replied his mother, 
who came in at th at moment with her 
foaming pail.

Dietz Clvmer and others presented her 
a beautiful rosewood inlaid writing-desk. 
Ex-Secretary B ayard has accepted an 
invitation of the Huguenot Society of 
South Carolina to deliver the anniversary 
oration of the Society in Charleston, on 
A pril 13th. 
Professor Paoli Boselli, M inister of Pub­ 
lic Instruction in Italy, has appointed a 
committee to select the model of the statue 
to be erected to Christopher Columbus in 
New York in 1892. 
Robert 
Lincoln will remain in V er­ 
sailles until his son’s health is so far im ­ 
proved th at lie can safely be removed to 
London. 
The boy is improving, and will 
soon be all right again. 
The Rev. Dr. George Dana Boardmati 
has just finished his famous series of lec­ 
tures on the Bible, which lie began in 
1SG4. 
T here have been tw enty-three an­ 
nual courses of them , of forty lectures 
each.

One of his fads is that he will never 
accept a national banknote with a ¡«ortrait 
of General G rant on it. 
M ark Jordan, the oldest man in G er­ 
many, completed his 110th year October 
tilh. 
The Em peror presented him with a 
gold medal, bearing a portrait of the late 
Em peror W illiam , who was a baby when 
Jordan was 18 years ot age. 
A new work by Ilenrich von Sybel, 
compiled chiefly from the Prussian State 
archives, is announced. 
It is entitled 
“The Founding of the Germ an Em pire by 
W illiam I.” 
The first volume will appear 
very shortly, and the rem aining three next 
year.” 
Paul Du Chaillu, the author and travel­ 
er, is a small, round-shouidered man, about 
fifty-two years old. 
H e is far from good 
looking, but has a vivacity of m anner and 
brightness in his 
conversation, which 
make the listener forget his want of good 
looks. 
Mrs. J . S. Sarocka, grandniece of Gen- 
aral Pulaski, will travel through the 
South and speak on the life of her dis­ 
tinguished ancestor. 
Mrs. Sarocka, with 
her husband, was for many years an exile 
in Siberia, bat, unlike other exiles, she 
speaks in high terms of her treatm ent by 
the Russian officials. 
Prince Louise Bonaparte, who visited 
New York at the tim e of the inauguration 
of the Statue of Liberty, and who recently 
resigned his captaincy in the Italian army, 
has been staying for some weeks at St. 
Petersburg. 
W hile there he was received 
in audience by the Czar, who appointed 
him to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the regi­ 
ment of Prince W ladiruer Dragoons, now 
stationed 
at 
Nijni-Novgorod. 
Prince 
Louis, who is the son of Prince Jerom e 
Napoleon (Plon-Plon), will join his regi­ 
m ent in April. 
Two members of the H aw aiian Royal 
Fam ily are now in London—-Prince Kuu- 
ananako and Prince Kechiou. 
After a 
stay of some duration in England, they 
will proceed on a tour through Europe, in 
order to acquire all the advantages possi­ 
ble from foreign travel. 
London apjiears 
to have increasing attraction for the prin­ 
cipal Haw aiian families. 
Among the re­ 
cent arrivals there are the two daughters 
of the Hon. Samuel Parker, the chief na­ 
tive member of K ing Ivalakaua’s Privy 
Council, who have entered upon a two- 
years’ course of higher studies. 
Auguste Havas, son of the founder of 
the H avas Agency, has just died in Paris, 
in his seventy fifth year. 
H e retired from 
business in 1879, after having effectively 
labored in the extension anil improvement 
of the great “news agency” with which his 
name was identified. 
In conjunction with 
M. Laftute, M. Havas organized in France 
the ingenious system of general publicity, 
by which provincial newspapers were ena­ 
bled to obtain news telegrams, for which 
the proprietors paid by placing a certain 
amount of space for advertisements at the 
disposal of the “Havas Agency.”

The Herald has discovered some 
news laws 
of Biblical 
interpretation. 
Smoke in the eves sometimes lingers long. 
If ours are clear of it because of never 
having been filled, perhaps we can see 
clearly to read the teachings on the sacred 
page. We have yet to find a text on which 
to found the right of caste to invade the 
Church.” 
The Christian Leader (Univ.) says : “The 
great and high business of preaching the 
gospel sutlers frequent degradation at the 
hands of those ordaiued to preserve it in 
lasting honor. 
H ere is Dr. Talmage, of 
Brooklyn, traveling like a showman with 
his manager over the Bible lands, and 
preaching each Sunday a vapid and per­ 
functory discourse to lie cabled at night to 
the American newspapers. 
The proceed 
ing is below the level of a menagerie. No 
self-respecting clergyman wouid perm it 
him self to he used for such a purjiose; no 
man who had not sunk the sacred office in 
the abyss of his own vanity would suffer 
his preaching to he made merchandise of 
in that fashion. 
I t is too solemn for farce; 
it is too absurd for worship.” 
The Church of To-Day (P. E.) says: “W e 
sincerely regret th at there should have 
appeared in the Church of To-Dug any 
word th at seemingly reflected upon the 
agitation of civil service reform. 
No one 
is more desirous to see th at reform con­ 
summated than we; no one more earnestly 
deplores the corrupting effect of the spoils 
system. 
If there is any difference in opin 
ion between Dr. Alsop, whose letter we 
publish in another column, and ourselves, 
it is as to the method by which the church 
should deal with this question. 
If we un­ 
derstand him, he would have the clergy 
preach against the iniquity of the doctrine 
‘To the victor belong the spoils,’ and thus 
arouse public sentim ent against the abuse 
of official power. 
W e submit th at the 
sentim ent of the country, as expressed by 
the leading men of the two great political 
parties, is all right upon the m atter. 
One 
has only to read the message of President 
H arrison, and the recent speech of Mr. 
Cleveland, at Boston, to see that they ex 
press hut one and the same sentiment. 
T he trouble is in the practice, anil the 
clergy have th eir share of responsibility 
in the m atter, inasmuch a- many of them 
are still led by party prejudice, ami vote, 
not according to conscience, hut after the 
leadings of habit and association. 
The 
best way, then, for the church to preach 
civil service reform is for its m inisters first 
to forsake the party which sets at naught 
its professions, and throw their votes and 
influence w ith the party th at more nearly 
fulfills the law.” 
The Church Year (P. E.) says: “A short 
paragraph which has lately appeared in 
several of our exchanges has set us to 
thinking of a simple hut im portant m at­ 
ter in which the church so far lias failed 
to guard her interests and utilize het 
power for good. 
H ere it is: 
‘The sum 
of $100,000 has been set aside from the 
profits of the M ethodist Book Concern to 
he used for the relief of superannuated 
preachers. 
The Book Concern gives $15,­ 
000 yearly to the support of denomina­ 
tional interests, and its oue hundred years 
of existence it has contributed in this way 
the 
round sum 
of $1,600,000.’ 
The 
church ought, surely, to own her prayer- 
book and her hym nal. 
The first is prac­ 
tically owned by the publishers, the only 
restriction, as we understand it, being the 
requirem ent th at each edition shall be 
officially certified as to its correctness by the 
Standard Book. The profits are the publish­ 
er»’. 
The Hym nal is her own property, and 
a royalty is, very properly, required on its 
publication. 
This royalty in the first year 
of publication realized, we believe, some­ 
thing near $25,000 to the fund for the re­ 
lief of disabled clergy and the widows and 
orphans of deceased clergy. 
W hy should 
not the prayer-book be subject to a sim ilar 
royalty, to be used for the same most ad­ 
mirable and necessary purpose, of enabling 
the church to keep from want those who 
have spent the best years of their man­ 
hood, and have broken down or worn out 
in her service? 
The wise forethought of 
our M ethodist brethren has realized from 
the ownership and sale of their “Book of 
Discipline” alone many thousands of dol­ 
lars, which has served to keep from actual 
suffering and want many of her ministers 
who had spent themselves in their service, 
and furnishes an example most worthy of 
imitation. 
So doing, two most just and 
needed purposes could be accomplished by 
the church— the absolute ownership of 
her book of devotion and the relief of her 
disabled clergy.” 
T he Rev. B. B. Tyler writes from New 
Y ork to the Cincinnati Christian Standard: 
“My sympathies are with the working 
people." I am opposedjto adding one ounce 
to their already grievous burdens. 
I am 
in favor of making life brighter, sweeter 
and better to every workingman and wo­ 
man in America. 
The observance of the 
first day of the week as a re;tson of rest 
will contribute m aterially to this end, but 
this cau only be secured by legislation, and 
by such education of the people as will 
lead them to conform, in their lives, to the 
laws of God and man. Being in such 
thorough sym pathy w ith the American 
Sabbath Union, I regret to see their cause 
immeasurably weakened by such a para­ 
graph as the following in the Constitution: 
‘The basis of this Union is the Divine an- 
thority, and universal and perpetual obli­ 
gation of the Sabbath, as manifested in 
the order and constitution of nature, de­ 
clared in the revealed will of God, formu­ 
lated in the Fourth Commandment of 
the moral law, interpreted and applied by 
our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, trans­ 
ferred to the Christian Sabbath or Lord’s 
Day, by Christ and his Apostles, and ap­ 
proved" l>y its beneficial influence upon 
national life.’ From my point of view, it 
would be exceedingly difficult to embody 
in any single paragraph such a confusion 
of thought, wretched exegesis, and lame 
logic as in the above. 
T he Lord’s Day 
ought to be observed by all Christians as a 
day of worship, because of Jesus Christ 
our Savior, and not because of Moses, the 
Hebrew law-giver. 
As Jesus is above 
Moses in nature and authority, so is the 
Lord’s Day above the Hebrew Sabbath in 
its nature and authority. 
The Hebrew 
Sabbath was observed in memory of the 
close of creation. 
The Lord’s Day is 
sacred to the memory of Jesus Christ, and 
commemorates H is trium phant resurrec­ 
tion. 
How the plea for the Lord’s Day is 
brought down, degraded, belittled even by 
this appeal to Muses and the F ourth Com­ 
mandment 1” 
On “The Touch of N ature in Religion,” 
the London Lancet says: “M any persons 
who cannot clearly discern the spiritual 
aspect of a creed, however true, or m ark 
its function as a mold of conduct, can 
fairly gauge its practical result. 
Its near­ 
est liuman interest consists in what it can 
do for the individual. 
Does it help, re­ 
lieve, or cheer him? 
Does it. in a word, 
exert a kindly influence upon him, or the 
reverse? 
According to its hum anity, it 
evokes that quality of mercy or sym pathy 
which 
somewhere 
lives 
in 
every 
hum an 
mind, 
and 
is 
its 
essential 
means of intercourse with other minds, 
even without the aid of articulate lan­ 
guage. 
I t is this quality which forms 
the very soul and character of true re­ 
ligion, "which 
constitutes 
at 
once 
its 
brightest attraction, its wisest resources, 
and its most powerful aid in times of per­ 
plexity and of danger. 
I t was, there­ 
fore, á shrewd as well as a benign in ­ 
tention which 
fijst 
associated 
with 
missionary 
enterprise 
the 
sensible 
blessing of medical skill. 
There can be 
no douol that the influence which has 
been exercised in later times bv the 
former 
agency 
lirs 
been 
greatly 
aided 
by 
this 
beneficent 
connection, 
and 
there 
is evidence, also, to show 


times of popular passion. 
YVe need not go 
back to the Pauline era for illustrations. 
Such recent experience as th at of a Chi­ 
nese mission wtil suffice for our present 
purpose. 
It is re¡>orted th at during the 
late disturbances in southern China con­ 
sequent upon the French expedition to 
Tonquin a small W esleyan mission station 
at Fatshan was at the mercy of a riotous 
mob. The chapel was wrecked. The hospital 
for days was menaced and was hourly ex­ 
pected to fall, but here for the first tim e 
the rioters appeared to hesitate. 
Some of 
the sick were removed before their ey es; 
others, they knew, could not leave the 
building. 
They constantly threatened the 
assault, yet the blow never came, and amid 
their angry menaces the doctor was al­ 
lowed to pass freely to and from the hos­ 
pital. 
A liner touch th at which com­ 
pelled 
a 
kindred 
feeling 
between 
this rabble and its foreign benefactors 
does 
not 
exist in nature. 
The Chi­ 
nese mob probably did not include many 
acute controversialists in theology, but it 
did, as a whole, recognize the presence of 
th at charity which is rightly regarded as 
the essence of religion.

T he Placer Argus of last week contained 
an article from a correspondent relating an 
early-day Court scene at Yankee Jim ’s.

liberately rose, put on his plug hat and 
walked out of the Court-room. Bob's face got 
red again, but after waiting a few moments, 
told counsel to proceed. Mills then suggest­ 
ed, as counsel for plaintiff had apparently 
abandoned his case, it be given to the jury 
w ithout argum ent—and it was done. Mills 
died a few years after. Cravens was once 
State Librarian, and is still a prom inent 
citizen ol Sacramento. 
H iliyer and H ale 
—em inent lawyers—one since chief coun­ 
sel for the bonanza mines, is now a resi­ 
dent of W ashington; the other, still a resi­ 
dent of A uburn, honored in years past 
w ith high position in both county and 
State. During this trial the writer’s atten­ 
tion was attracted to a beardless young fel­ 
low, on account of the striking resem ­ 
blance he bore to a cousin at home. 
He 
seemed to belong to the Iowa H ill crowd 
and took quite an interest in the proceed­ 
ings. 
Years after the writer, when visiting 
A uburn m et this sam e young chap—now 
older, bearded, but still bearing that re­ 
semblance to the cousin referred to. 
He is 
still living in Auburn, one of its prom inent 
and highly-esteemed citizens—W illiam M. 
Crutcher.” 
In the U nion of the 6th of January, 
1860. appeared the following: 
“Little Dol- 
lie Dutton, the famous midget, died at 
Brooklyn, N. Y., on Thursday. 8he was 
in her usual health the evening of her 
death, and entertained a large audience, 
but after dancing she complained of illness 
and was taken to a hotel, where she died 
in a few hours. She was the last of the 
famous Dutton children, whose public ex­ 
hibitions elicited m uch com m ent.” 
A nd now comes a press dispalch from 
Marlboro, Mass., of January 10,1890 (pub­ 
lished in yesterday’s R ecobd-Union), which 
chronicles 
the death 
of Little Dollie 
at this 
late day, as follow s: 
“Little 
Dollie Dutton, as she was known the coun­ 
try over, the once-famous midget, is dead, 
and has been interred privately in the fam ­ 
ily lot at H udson. Mrs. Alice M. Swain 
was her m arried name, and she was a na­ 
tive of Sudbury. She lived for some time 
in the famous wayside inn in the neighbor­ 
hood of that town. It was some twenty- 
Oi.e years ago that she retired from the 
public gaze, after having been exhibited in 
nearly all the States of the Union. For 
eleven years past she has been an inm ate 
of the W orcester Insane Asylum, where 
she died. H er weight was fifteen pounds 
and her height but twenty-two inches.” 
Perhaps Dollie will die again some day. 
A Union correspondent at Gold Hill, 
Placer county, was vigorously agitating the 
Chinese labor subject, even thirty years 
ago. 
He sa id : 
“ I contend that the Chi­ 
nese laborers in California are wasting our 
patrim ony and im poverishing our 8tate.” 
This rather disposes of the claims of latter- 
day political demagogues that they had in­ 
augurated the anti-Chinese crusade within 
the last fifteen or twenty years. 
On the 5th of January the following 
officers of the Sutter Rifles were elected:

It had been announced that Jeweler 
Marsh ot Sacram ento was m urdered by 
Indians in H um boldt county, but the fol­ 
lowing week he showed up in Sacramento 
in good health, and w ith his scalp un­ 
scathed. 
And, w hat is better yet, Mr. 
M arsh still lives in Sacramento, following 
his trade as jew eler w ith W . B. Miller. 
Eastern news then reached Sacra­ 
m ento in this way, as indicated by the an­ 
nouncem ent at the head of the U nion’s 
news columns : 
“ By telegraph to M aury’s 
Station, 18 miles north of Springfield, Nev , 
thence by overland mail to Firebaugh’s 
Ferry, San Joaquin county. Cal., and thence 
by telegraph to Sacramento.” 
John Sherm an was then a Member 
of Congress from Ohio, and had been for 
four years. 
Hence he has been thirty-four 
years in Congress. Among the members of 
th at bodv were “E xtra” Billy Sm ith, of 
V irginia, Thad. Stevens, of Pennsylvania 
Em erson Etheridge, of Tennessee, Cobb, of 
Alabam a, Corwin and Ben. Wade, of Ohio. 
The Adm inistration members of the 
Legislature m et in caucus on the 5th of 
January and balloted 
seven tim es for 
U nited States Senator, without result. The 
candidates were J. G. Baldwin, John B. 
W eller, J. W . Denver, J. A. McDougall 
8nd B F. W ashington. 
A tew days after­ 
w ard Latham received the nom ination. 
The officers of the Sacramento Base­ 
ball club, elected for 1860, were: President, 
Charles J. Leonard; Vice-President, W. H . 
H . Lee; Secretary. W. B. Penny; Treasurer, 
E. B. Mott, Jr.; Directors, Charles W. H as­ 
tings, E N. Robinson and N. Kendall. 
Mr. Baker, a groceryman at Seventh 
and N streets, ejected a troublesome fellow 
from his premises one day, and that night 
was attacked by the latter with a knife. 
Baker defended him self with his cane and 
worsted his assailant. 
A Richm ond, Va , paper contained 
an advertisem ent offering a reward of $100,­ 
000 tor the heads of about fifty leading Re­ 
publicans of the conntry, including Snm- 
ner, Seward, Greeley, Beecher and others 
of prominence. 
Among the m arriage notices in the 
U nion of January 6,1860, was the follow­ 
ing: 
1 A t Sutterville, January 4th, by Rev. 
Mr. Beckwith, Benjam in W elch of Sacra­ 
m ento to Eleanor B. M arsh of the lorm er 
place.” 
The m arriage of A lbert H art to 
Miss H arriet N. Lafferty, at Iowa Hill, 
Placer county, took place January 3. 1860. 
Mr. and Mrs. H art are still among the 
young people of Sacramento. 
The inauguration of Milton S. Lath­ 
am as Governor took place at Agricultural 
Paviliou, Sixth and M streets, on the 9th of 
January, 1S60, an d was a very imposing af­ 
fair.

John Conness wa3 one of the most 
active m em bers of the Assembly, then in 
session.

, 
Captain Lees was then a detective in 
Sau Francisco, fcnd has been ever since. 


SUBMARINE PLOW. 


How 
th e 
Sacram ento R iver M ay Be 
D redged O u t. 
A curious m achine for cleaning out the 
Sacram ento river and various bars is about 
to be constructed in San Francisco, It is 
the invention of E. B. Bishop, who, before 
the war and the construction ot Ead s jet­ 
ties, us6d it successfully to clear out the 
M ississippi river. During the war Mr. 
B ishop’s m achines were confiscated and 
«destroyed, and he now has, as he recounted 
to a Chronicle reporter, a claim against the 
G overnm ent of $350,000 for damages. Sines 
com ing to the Pacific coast, a few years 
since. Mr. Bishop has been strongly con­ 
vinced that his m achine would effectually 
clear the debris from the Sacramento, and 
he latelv employed Jam es 
DuncaD, a 
draughtsm an of San Franciecs, to draw tip 
his plans. 
. . . 
Mr, Bishop’s Misst-'tppi river machines 


worked, as he recounts, to a depth of forty 
feet, but twenty-five feet was deemed amply 
sufficient for the Sacramento. The machine 
is not a dredger, but a great subm arine 
plow, and simply clears out the channel as 
it runs. 
It is impelled by three engines, of 
the combined power of fifty-four horses, 
and, while going at the rate of twelve or 
more miles an hour, scoops out a space six 
feet deep and forty feet wide. The debris 
is shoved on either side, so that instead of 
the river being weakened, its banks are 
strengthened. 
By working the ground 
over up and down the river several times 
the whole may be cleared out. 
Mr. Bishop says that with one machine, 
costing but $30 000, he can in three m ouths 
m ake the Sacram ento navigable from one 
end to the other, as it was before the days 
of hydraulic m ining and ranching along 
the river. The suom ariue plow will be 
100 feet long, 35 feet wide and 12 feet deep. 
Directly under it will be three great cone­ 
shaped screws working to a point in a 
m onster cap cone or screw. 
Each of the three m ain screws is to be 
forty feet long, on which will be flanges or 
blades two and a half feet deep at the base 
and tapering as they turn around the cone 
to three inches in depth. The cap cone 
which comes over this will be eighteen feet 
long and equipped, like the others, w ith 
steel screw flanges. 
The m achine will 
first go up the river and stir up the detri­ 
tus, and then turning, go down, when the 
current, working with the flow, w ill soon 
clear out the river, effectually. 


STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


N e c e ssity 
fo r W in ter C on n ection W ith 
th e C ountry. 
E ds. S u n d a y U n i o n : A s notice has been 
given that the Im provem ent Association 
will hold a meeting on Monday to consider 
Mr. Ray’s plan for improving the streets, it 
would perhaps be timely to offer some sug­ 
gestions for their consideration. 
The subject of street im provem ent is one 
of great moment, not only to the residents 
of the city, but to those of the country as 
well 
The benefit be to derived therefrom 
is largely reciprocal. W hatever renders the 
streets D ot only passible, but puts them iu 
good condition, attracts to the various 
channels of trade not ontv the products of 
the country, but also the m oney received 
for those products, and an impassable bar­ 
rier of m ud and bottomless streets shuts 
both out and diverts them elsewhere. 
A t present, when one meets a m erchant 
and asks, "H ow is business? ” the answer 
is, “Very d u ll; no one comes to town who 
can possibly help it.” 
Now, there are three main roads on the 
sooth leading to Sacramento—the Upper 
and Lower Stockton roads and the road 
from Brighton. 
The farm er coming heie 
finds his road to the city lim its in fair con­ 
dition, in spite of tbe rains, thanks to the 
progressive spirit of our Board of Super­ 
visors, but when be 
reaches 
Twenty- 
eighth 
street 
he 
is 
confronted 
by 
streets 
full 
of holes and sticky mud 
which 
is 
alm ost 
prohibitory of fur­ 
ther progress. 
If he has a load of hay or 
graiu, the load which he can haul to the 
city lim its with two horses m ust have four 
or even six attached before he can bring it 
the rem ainder of the way. 
On the southern side the streets are com­ 
posed of adobe from T hirtieth to Twenty- 
first streets, so that he m ust, if from either 
of the Stockton roads, go over to J street. 
As the hay m arket has been moved from 
the Plaza over to P street he m ust haul his 
load back again from J to P. 
Many resi­ 
dents of the county now leave their teams 
at Twenty-eighth street and take the street 
car the rem ainder of the way 
Ot course, 
they can only take sm all articles back with 
them , have m any dollars rem ain in their 
pockets which would otherwise find th"ir 
way into the various establishm ents in the 
city, and even then they only come when 
compelled to. 
If a stranger comes here wishing to buy 
property near the city the agent takes him 
out through the m ud to look at it and he 
says: 
“ I want to buy near 
the city 
so that I 
can come in at all times, 
but 
it 
is 
of 
no 
use to buy where 
I am shut out all w inter.” 
Now as 
I understand Mr. Ray’s proposition, it only 
embraces graveling or macadamizing all 
the streets up to Twentieth, leaving the 
very worst parts of the city in their present 
condition. It seems to those who live out­ 
side of the lim its that self interest should 
induce the Association to see that at least 
one street on each side of town should be 
put in such condition that it would be 
easily passable all the year round. 
P street is the continuation of the upper 
Stockton road, and communication can eas­ 
ily be made with it by graveling from it to 
the lower Stockton and even to the Free­ 
port road. 
The m arket is on P street, the 
lumber yards and a flouring miff are on 
that side of the city, and if that street and 
J or K street are thoroughly improved the 
beneficial results to the city and county 
will speedily m ake themselves apparent, 
and soon repay the outlay. It is to be hoped 
the association will give the m atter due 
consideration.

CLASSIC SCENES. 


A SACRAMENTAN AMONG THE RUINS 
OF ANCIENT ROME. 


S om e D a y s S p en t in th e F r e n c h M etrop o­ 


lis —A lp in e W on d erg, a n d an I ta l­ 


ia n C ountry F a ir. 


A few days ago was announced the re­ 
turn from Europe of Charles W . Mier, a 
young gentlem an of this city, who left here 
last sum m er in company with Rev. Father 
Guaico and Add. C. H inkson, Jr., for a 
few m onths trip through Europe. 
At the 
S u n d a y U n io n s request, he has consented 
to relate his experiences there in a series 
of articles, the first of which is given be­ 
low. Mr. Mier is a young gentleman of 
intelligence and careful observation, and 
his account of his wanderings will be found 
of interest. He writes : 
D uring m y stay in the bright and gay 
city of Paris, few places of note and inter­ 
est escaped m y observation. In the even­ 
ing (of Sundav particularly) Paris is gay 
indeed, and all places of public am usem ent 
are crowded. 
Au American had better 
spend his e v e n iD g where prudence dictates, 
as m any eyes watch an English-speaking 
tourist, and people are not slow to rem ark 
when he does that away from which he 
would not do at home. 
I found it advisable to always keep one’s 
temper, particularly when in the Custom­ 
house. 
And, to secure comfort and atten­ 
tion, “ tipping”—though an evil—is a neces­ 
sity. 
In m any shops where the words, 
“ English spoken,’ appeared on the w in­ 
dows, it often m eant "paying through the 
nose." 
English is understood everywhere, 
w hether currently spoken or not. English 
is spoken in all first-class houses. 
Parisian food is always well cooked and 
wholesome, and one can be thoroughly sat­ 
isfied, if he eats the same food at the same 
hours as the French do, w ithout asking 
questions. Besides, SLailsand frogs are not 
likely to be ever offered you. 
October 1 st—Start for Italy. Traveling 
through France, at the frontier m y baggage 
was examined; 
then through Mt. Cenis 
tunnel, nine miles long, ana beyond this 
point pass most imposing scenery, and 
m any Alpine villages, arriving at Capriata 
D'Orba October 2d, rem aining one week in 
this ancient Italian stronghold, from the 
lofty towers of which one has a superior 
view of a vast undulating country, well 
under the cultivation of the vine, aud 
dotted here and there by pretty villas. 
A country fair was held for two days, 
and the city was crowded with peasantry 
from parts within a circuit of five to eight 
miles. There were fakers with their differ­ 
ent merchandise for sale, confectioners, 
bakers, etc , yokes of oxen for sale, pigs 
and their young, cattle, donkeys, sheep and 
goats. 
The waffs of some of the residences were 
from four to five feet iu thickness. I vis­ 
ited the Orsini Villa, which is the country 
seat for a family of tliat nam e tracing their 
lineage back some hundreds of years. 
This villa is built in the form of a castle, 
the entrance being surm ounted by a tower 
with turrets, over which the flag of the 
family would be raised, thereby indicating 
to friends contem plating a visit that the 
family were at home. 
If lowered, one 
might expect to find the representatives of 
the household away from their estate. 
The winner of a game of hand ball, after 
exerting him self during the game, which 
occupies the best part of an afternoon, re­ 
ceives a franc—20 cents. 
October 10th.—Leave Capriata D'Orba, 
returning to Turiu and am at Genoa, “The 
Grand,” in the evening, rem aining in this 
city, which contains so m any well-built 
palaces, one week. 
October 18;h.—Start for Pisa. The rail­ 
road borders on the M editerranean Sea, 
gliding through some fifty tunnels and 
passing groves of olives and m any pretty 
villas, and in the evening reach Pisa— 
"D ream ing Pisa.” 
This city begiDS to 
give an idea of the wonderful conception 
of architecture and 
of 
Italian genius. 
From this point we pass the islands of 
Elba and Corsica to the right and magnifi­ 
cent groves of cypress to the left, reaching 
Rome October Í9th. 
Now for a study of “Classic Rome.” The 
Forum is a visible, unm istakable ruin. 
Here and there a stately pillar towers aloft 
unbroken by the weight of 2,000 years. 
Temples, palaces and courts are now to be 
traced only by their foundations. 
A nti­ 
quarian zeal has unearthed m uch of the 
ancient pavement, on which the Roman 
cats sun themselves in the early morning, 
close to the rostrum from which Cicero 
pleaded—the sole occupants of a tribunal 
whose decrees were once potent from the 
ultim a thule of the northern seas to the 
remotest East. 
The colossal ruins of the Flavian am phi­ 
theater, the trium phal arches of 
Con­ 
stantine and of T itus; the Capitol, once 
the suprem e goal that crowned the Roman 
trium ph—now a mere m useum of precious 
fragments, snatched from the wrecks of 
tim e—all attest, in a fashion too plain to 
be misunderstood, that the Forum , once 
the nerve center of the world, from which 
all roads ran, and where was woven into 
one m ighty whole the great web of Roman 
laws, is now only the m onum ental sepul­ 
cher of a dead Empire. 
Yet the forces which surged from that 
Roman heart are far from being spent. 
Roman law, Rom an ideas and Roman cus­ 
toms mold the lives of those who boa9t 
themselves of being the heirs of all the 
ages. There is not a singe lum berm an in 
the forests of the Northwest, nor a c.igger 
in the mines of Australia, nor a poor strug­ 
gling peasant in the productive fields of 
our own State, but in his inm ost heart and 
soul bears the ineffaceable stam p of those 
stern men of iron mold, who, in ancient 
times, made this wilderness of ruin, that 
stands majestically befoie me, the proud 
tem ple of universal law. 
Desolate and dead as it is to-day, it was 
once the living womb of our civilization. 
The life that went out from here has vital­ 
ized the world. 
It has m ultiplied itself 
from a thousand centers, and goes on m ul­ 
tiplying with unabated force. But in the 
Forum itself life is not. 
No hurrying feet 
now tread the uneven blocks wbich mark 
the sacred way; no car now climbs in tri­ 
um ph to the Capitol. All is still aDd silent 
as the crater of some extinct volcano whose 
fiery lava had once overwhelmed a world. 
As you listen and remember, you hear a 
far-off m urm ur of m any sounds, the hum 
of the busy m art, the roar of applauding 
crowds, the 
sharp clash 
cf arm s—all 
mingling indistinct and distant, like the 
subdued souDd of the sea-surge w ithin the 
convolutions of a shell. 
W ould that 1 were alive when that 
august mortal, Ciesar, lived—who was re­ 
garded as almost divine, and who swayed 
the scepter of the world—and the Roman 
Em pire was in its early splendor. 


POTEL’S WIFE. 


N ow She D o esn ’tW u n t to F r o sec u te H im 
for H ea tin g H er. 
In the Police Court yesterday, the case of 
Edward Potel, charged with battery upon 
his wife, was continued until Monday 
next. E. C. H art appeared for the defend­ 
ant, and when the case was called he asked 
for a dismissal on the ground that Mrs. 
Potel had stated that she would not testify 
against her husband. 
Mr. H art said he 
believed the newspaper reports concerning 
Potet’s actions had been greatly exagger­ 
ated. He said that, from what he could 
learn of the case, the defendant has been 
brought into the Police Court 60 that a 
sum m ons in a divorce case now pending 
in the Superior Court, could m ore easily 
be served upon him . 
City Attorney Church said that while he 
did not think a case could be made out, 
owing to the disposition of the wite not to 
testify, still be m aintained that she and 
another woman, 
one Belle Ami, who 
seemed to manifest considerable interest iu 
the matter, should be heard, and if the 
Judge should find that the Police Court 
was being used as a m eans of accomplish­ 
ing som ething other than that of a convic­ 
tion for battery, then the guilty parties 
ought to be fined far contem pt for trifling.

SACRAMENTO SCHOOLS. 


A n E v id e n c e o f T h eir H ig h C h aracter, as 
R e ce n tly D e m o n stra ted . 
Am ong the candidates who appeared be­ 
fore the County Board of Education at the 
recent exam ination of applicants for teach­ 
ers’ certificates, was one (Miss H enrietta 
A udriott) who is particularly deserving of 
notice, inasm uch as she obtained a high 
school certificate, the highest issued by the 
Board. In order to obtain this certificate 
the applicant must pa‘s an exam ination in 
physical ge ¡.raph', civil government, na­ 
tural history. t,eoaterry, chemistry, astron- 
crnv and ancient and modern history, in 


addition to the twenty-two studies required 
for the gram m ar or first-grade certificate. 
Tbe young lady in question is a native of 
Sacramento, and received her instruction 
solely in the public schools of this city. 
She gradnated from the high school iu the 
class of ’87, and was imm ediately success­ 
ful in obtaining a gram m ar grade certifi­ 
cate, on which she received an appoint­ 
m ent in the school departm ent. But she 
was not content with any credential below 
the best, and at the recent exam ination 
sought a high school certificate. 
H er success is a gratification to her 
friends and teachers, aüd an unquestion­ 
able evidence of the excellence of our 
schools, as well as of the ability of the 
young lady herself. 


BASEBALL CONFERENCE. 


T h e L ea g u e M a g n a tes 
H o ld a L iv ely 
M eetin g iu th is C ity. 
The Board of Directors of the California 
Baseball League met at the Golden Eagle 
H otel, in this city, last evening. 
It was the adjourned annual meeting, 
they having m et and partially transacted 
their business in San Francisco last W ed­ 
nesday. 
President J. J. M one called the meeting 
to order shortly before 9 o’clock. On mo­ 
tion, it was decided that 
the meetiDg 
should be a secret one, aud all outsiders 
were consequently excluded. 
The session lasted until after m idnight, 
and was an exceedingly lively one. 
The first business transacted was the 
formal awarding of the 
cham pionship 
pennant for the season ot 1889 to the O ak­ 
land club. 
Then the question of the num ber of 
teams which are to compose the League 
during 1890 came up. 
It was prom ptly de­ 
cided to continue with four clubs as usual. 
Director H enry H arris then moved that 
a team from San Jose be taken into tbe 
League and that Stockton be dropped out. 
H e stated that the persons representing the 
Stocktons had forfeited their franchise last 
year by not finishing out the season. 
Further than this, the franchise really be­ 
longed to himself, as it had been turned 
over to him while he was manager, and he 
finished the season. 
Director J. C. Shelley, representing the 
Stockion people, disputed this. 
He said 
th at they had never relinquished the fran­ 
chise aud that he (Harris) was nothiDg 
more than the club’s m anager—an em ­ 
ploye. 
A heated discussioD followed, in which 
Shelley and H arris lost their tempers and 
it was with difficulty th at President Mone 
could m aintain order. 
Colonel T. P. Robinson of the Oaklands 
was taking down notes of the discussion 
and did not hear the motion of Manager 
Finn of the San Franciscos to the effect 
that, as a compromise, the Oakland team 
be dropped, so that San Jose m ight be ad­ 
m itted. The motion was put and the ayes 
and noes were about to be called for when 
tbe Colonel became aware of what was 
going on. 
Then there was war. The Colonel made 
a furious speech, that made F inn’s hair 
stand on end. 
The two then got into a wrangle, which 
lasted over an hour. 
The compromise motion was finally re­ 
jected, and the Colonel was victorious. 
More discussion then followed on the 
original motion made by Harris. 
A vote 
was eventually reached, and it was decided 
to retain Stockton in the League on condi­ 
tion that a certified check for $2,000. as a 
bonus, be placed in the hands of the Presi­ 
dent on or before the 1st of February. 
It was decided to open the season of 1890 
c-n March 23d, and close it on November 
30;h. 
The President was given power to ap­ 
point a committee on schedule, and also to 
select um pires and scorers for next season. 
The annual election of officers resulted 
as follows: 
President and Treasurer, J. J. 
Mone; Secretaiy. M. E. Finn. 
It was decided to play games on each 
Friday, in Oakland; also that games should 
be plaeyd, in Sacram ento on Fridays and 
Saturdays, every other week, and on Sun­ 
day of the intervening week, thus giving 
Sacramento a guarantee of baseball for 
every week in the season. 
In order to prevent a repetition of the 
difficulties encountered last season, in the 
m atter of signing Eastern players after the 
close of the Eastern season, it was agreed 
that any club violating the rules of the 
California League in that regard should 
be fined $500. 


A LIVE COUNTY. 


F resn o 's E d u ca tio n a l In te r e s ts —H er R e ­ 
cen t T ea ch ers' In stitu te. 
Ira G. H oitt, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, returned on Friday from the 
County Teachers’ Institute at Fiesno.

"Professor Allen, Dr. Stratton and Pro­ 
fessor Jones, of the State University, were 
present and each, as well as myself, lectured 
to full houses. Superintendent H aw kins 
presented a good programme, and the 
teachers and public manifested an earnest 
spirit in the cause of education, and a dis­ 
position to garner and to broadcast w hat­ 
ever of grains of truth had been previously 
harvested.

o ther purposes as electricity m ay now or here­ 
after be used, or iu th e option of said C. F. 
Fargo, H. G. Sm ith, L. L. B aker, Joseph D. R ed­ 
ding and Robert M. H am ilton, th eir associates, 
successors and assigns, th e rig h t and privilege 
to construct, m aintain and operate in tbe said 
city of Sacram euto, and u nder th e surfaces of 
th e streets, alleys, avenues and thoroughfares 
thereof such m etal, wooden or earth en conduits 
or pipes, through aud in w hich w ill be laid and 
run th e w ires au d conductors required for the 
purposes aforesaid. 
Section 2. Perm ission is hereby granted to

Company, this franchise shall revert back to the 
city; and upon the further condition th a t the 
eity of Sacram ento shall have the first oppor­ 
tunity of purchasing the plant to be established 
under this franchise, and shall have a reason­ 
able tim e to do so, and one hundred and tw enty 
days shall be deem ed a reasonable tim e. 
Section 4. No streets or alleys in said city 
shall be torn up or dug into by said grantees 
w ithout perm ission from the Street Commis 
sio n e ro fsa id city, and iu such case the sam e 
shall be repaired an d restored to th eir original 
condition w ithin five days thereafter.

NEVADA LANDS. 


S e ttler s W ill b e E n rich ed U n d er tlie Irr i­ 
g a tio n P o licy . 
[From th e San Francisco Alta.] 
The report of W illiam H Mills, Land 
Commissioner of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
way, shows good m anagem ent of the grant 
and a decided access of demand for the 
lands. 
His sales for the year were 153,000 
acres for $518,954, au average of $3 75 per 
acre. The transactions of his uffic? are a 
quite reliable index of the prosperity of 
California, since they are mostly confined 
to this State, the dem and for lands on (he 
grant in Utah and Nevada being very lim ­ 
ited. 
W hen the irrigation policy of Ne­ 
vada is in shape there will no doubt be a 
m ovement in the company's lands there, 
which at present offer Ruch an unprom is­ 
ing aspect. 
We believe it is the opinion of 
Mr. Miffs that Nevada lands may yet re­ 
ceive an impulse, and this seems to be war­ 
ranted by thejudgm entof the UnitedSiates 
Surveyor-General of that State, whose re­ 
port to this effect is quoted by Ihe United 
States Land Commissioner at W ashington : 
‘I think that the proof which I have ad­ 
duced is sufficient to show that there is a 
large and valuable body of agricultural 
land in the Slate, much of which is yet un­ 
surveyed, and a very large part of which, if 
not all of it, can be brought under success­ 
ful cultivation by the use of water properly 
stored. 
I have alio shown that there is 
enough water deposited each year for the 
purpose, and that in a great many instances 
large supplies of artesian water can be had 
for the boring. 
‘It will appear that instead of eleven- 
twelfths ot the settlers seeking to occupy 
Nevada's agricultura! 
lands starving to 
death, the contrary will be true, viz : That 
such settlers will thrive and enrich them ­ 
selves with greater ease and certainly on 
the farm lands of the Slate than they can 
any where else in the United Stales; the 
aids required to lhat end being a proper 
system of water storage and distribution, a 
revising of the land laws to suit the circum­ 
stances of clim ate and topography, and a 
reclassification of the public lauds'”

In the R ecord U n io n telegraphic col­ 
um ns there appeared yesterday a brief ac­ 
count of a hazardous journey made over 
the m ountains of Nevada county by live 
brave snowshoers bent on recovering the 
body of Malcom F. McLeod, a mail-carrier, 
who had perished in the snowdrifts while 
on duty. The Nevada Transcript of yester­ 
day gives the following account of the 
und ertak in g : 
The detail of snowshoers sent out last 
Tuesday by Company C, N G. 0 . to bring 
from W ashington the rem ains of Private 
Malcolm F. McLeod, who perished last 
M onday m orning while carrying mail with 
John Grissell front North Bloomfield to 
W ashington, arrived here shortly after 11 
o’clock Friday morning. The funeral will 
lake place from the Armory and under 
Company C’s auspices at 10 o’clock Sunday 
morning. 
The relief party was commanded by 
Corporal Nicholson and consisted of P ri­ 
vate McCantbridge, Chris Gailbraith, Thos. 
Jones and M. A. Baugh, all good snow- 
ehoers. 
Four of them left this city at 10 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, and traveled along leis­ 
urely tiff they were overtaken by Mr. 
Jones, who did not get away till an hour 
liter. 
They made one stop to partake of 
the lunch they carried along, then resumed 
their jruruey and reached the Central 
House, eight miles onr, at 5 o’clock in the 
afientoon.

they remained over 
night. 
At five o’clock W ednesday m orning they 
proceeded, and were then able to m ske 
good headway as the snow was hard an 1 
sm ooth owing to the night’s fretze 
It is 
: h mt ’ett miles from the Central House to 
W ashington, and they made that distance 
i.i a little over four hours.

les is duvru hill. Three of the parly 
d.sceuded the long grade in about ten 
m inutes. 
Gailbraith had to be careful of 
one of his legs which he injured last spring, 
so Corporal Nicholson remained back with 
him and they went down the hill at a 
slower gait. 
W ord had been sent in by the Relief Hill 
trail that the detail were ou the road. The 
citizens of W ashington had before their ar­ 
rival laid out the corpse at M illerick’s 
Hotel. 
W ednesday was devoted by the party to 
resting and preparing for the return trip. 
Two oak snows'hoes seven feet long were 
placed pa.allel two and a half feet apart. 
To each of these snowshoes iron standards 
were attached and upon the standards were 
placed thin boards. Thus was constructed 
a sled with a floor six feet long and two and 
a half feet wide. 
Private McLeod’s body 
was sewed up in a sack and lashed to the 
sled. 
Thursday m orning at ten m inutes to 8 
the detail of five men from the county 
seat, supplem ented by seven citizens of 
W ashinglon, started down with tbe body. 
They had a long and hard pull up the 
three-m ile hill coming out of the canyon. 
They traveled four abreast tiff they reached 
the sum m it of the ridge, where the snow is 
eight feet deep, aud was becoming soft and 
sticky from the moderating of the tem pera­ 
ture and the sunshine. One of the W ash­ 
ington volunteers then left them and all 
the others came along to the Central House, 
which they reached between 6and 7 o’clock 
in the evening. 
Here they found a good 
supper awaiting them , Mr. Jones having 
been sent on ahead from W hite Cloud HU!, 
three miles above, to order it. 
Two more of the W ashington men were 
released at that point, four of them rem ain­ 
ing w ith the squad fronl the county seat. 
These nine left the Central House at 6 
o’clock Friday m orning to complete the 
last stage of their sad journey. At theSnow 
M ountain Ditch, two and a half m ilts 
above here, G. W . Jones m et them w ith a 
team and sleigh, and the body was trans­ 
ferred to the latter, in which it was brought 
the rem ainder of the distance. Captain 
Nihell, First Lieutenant Simonds,Corporal 
Bowerman and Private Locklin went out 
in another sleigh, and, meeling the party 
above the Texas miue. took them aboard. 
On the way tbe passenger sleigh tipped 
over and spiffed out the m ilitiam en and 
snow-shoers, but they quickly righted the 
conveyance, and, climbing in again, got to 
town in good shape. 
The snow-shoers were thoroughly tired 
ont upon their arrival, but none of them 
suffered any hardships on the trip, which 
was comparatively uneventful.

E. J . Jeffrey, of Chicago, said th e task 
h ad been allotted to him of endeavoring 
to show in som e detail th e ability of C hi­ 
cago to satisfactorily and in a proper m a n ­ 
ner conduct th e exposition. 
T h e first requisite was a financial basiB, 
an d h e presented a certificate of the E xec­ 
utive C om m ittee, certifying th at $5,000,000 
had been subscribed in aid of th e enter­ 
prise. 
H e h ad a prepared list of th e esti­ 
m ated receipts and expenditures of th e ex­ 
position, show ing th e receipts from su b ­ 
scription sales of privileges, adm issions, 
sale of m aterial after th e close of the expo­ 
sition, etc., am o u n t to about $14,000,000. 
T h e expenditures—B uilding and prepara­ 
tion of grounds. $7.00*1,000; ad m inistrative 
an d o th er expenses, $5,000,000. C ontingent 
fund, $4,000,000. 
A s regards th e site, he proceeded to d i­ 
rect th e attention of th e com m ittee to th e 
ex ten t of Chicago, and th e n u m b er o f 
p ark s w hich m ight be utilized for the pro­ 
posed fair. 
T here are one h u n d red and 
sixty-five square m iles w ith in th e lim its of 
Chicago, and th e population is over one 
m illion one h u n d red thousand. 
H e spoke o f th e L ake F ro n t P ark, and 
o th ers in th e city, ail connected by the 
b m levard system , and com prising in the 
aggregate m ore th an tw o thousand acres. 
O ver n in e h u n d red acres w ere in Jackson 
an d W ashington P arks, w ithin half a m ile 
o f each other, an d connected. 
H e spoke of the great num ber of ra il­ 
roads (tw enty-four) centering in Chicago 
an d having th eir term in als there, and said 
no other city in th e w orld had w ithin ils 
lim its such a com plete, w eil-connecled and 
com prehensive system of railroad com m u­ 
nication. 
Jeffrey spoke of th e ab ility of the C hica­ 
g o m ecnanics and artisans to m anage tbe 
w ork, and m entioned th at in 1889 b u ild ­ 
ings had been constructed iu Chicago that 
occupied a street irontage of 
iitty-five 
m iles. 
H e gave statistics regarding th e 
im m ense business done in Chicago in flour, 
grain, live stock, etc., and declared Chicago 
was the headquarters of th e greatest steel 
rail m illing in the w orld. 
As to tran s­ 
portation facilities, there are at present 850 
passenger trains arriving and departing 
daily in Chicago 
T h e tw enty-fonr railroads term in atin g 
th ere aggregate 54,411 m iles, w ith the trib ­ 
u arv lines adding 70,000 m iles. 
H e said it 
was an established fact th a t there were 
m ore m iles of railroads resting in Chicago 
an d trib u tary thereto th an w ere trib u tary 
to any o th er city on th e face of tb e globe. 
T h ere w ere m ore tons o f freight arriving in 
and shipped out o f and passing through 
Chicago by rail and w ater th a n in any 
oth er city in th e w orld. 
A s to the lake com m erce, he said in the 
nu m b er of vessels arriv in g and clearing, 
Chicago was tb e first port in tb e U nited 
States, and in tonnage, ¡be second. 
Last 
y ear 22,190 vessels arrived aud cleared, w ith 
a tonnage of 8 900,000 tons. 
A s to facilities 
for h an d lin g passengers in Chicago, Jeffrey 
pointed out th e routes of the various cable 
and horse car P ues, m aking an aggregate 
of 115 m iles, and said in 1889 these lines 
carried 103.000,000 of passengers, or an 
average of 440,000 a day. 
T h e steam railroads of Chicago could 
m ove 2,070,000 every day for 
eighteen 
honrs. 
T he steam boat lines could m ove 
17.000 per day to and from other ports, and 
the excursion boats plying betw een som e 
of tb e parks an d th e center of th e city, 
255.000 a day. 
Jeflry spoke of the great ag ricu ltu ral and 
oth er w ealth o f th e State surro u n d in g 
Chicago. 
H e h ad n o t found in E u rope any 
objection on th e p art of exhibitors to go to 
Chicago.

W a s h in g to n , Ja n u a ry 11th.—T he funeral 
of the late Congressm an K elley occurred at 
12 o'clock to-day in th e h ali o f th e H ouse 
of R epresentatives.

H ouse and Senate gathered in th e b all to 
pay th eir respects to th e m em ory o f the 
m an w ho for th irty consecutive years has 
had his seat in Congress and a place in 
th eir esteem . 
V ice-P resident M orton and th e delega­ 
tion o f S enators entered the cham ber a lit­ 
tle before noon, tak in g seats in front of the 
S peaker's desk. 
T tie other seats in th e hall 
w ere occupied by m em bers of tb e H ouse 
an d G overnm ent officials. 
T he galleries 
were crow ded, and not since th e funeral 
cerem onies over C hief Justice W aite oc­ 
curred has such a crowd gathered. 
A t noon th e H ouse w as called to order 
an d the proceedings of the previous session 
read. 
T h e funeral cortege was announced, and 
at th e rap of the S peaker’s gavel all as­ 
sem bled arose to th eir feet, w hiie a solem n 
hu sh fell upon the galleries. 
A s th e cor­ 
tege advanced dow n th e m ain aisle, R ev. 
B utler, C haplain o f the S ena’e. read an ap­ 
propriate selection from th e L utheran fu­ 
neral cerem ony. 
F ollow ing him were the 
Congressional C om m ittee of O 'N eil, M c­ 
K inley, C annon, B anks, M cK enna, Car­ 
lisle, B ynum , H olm an and M otchier, and 
the Senate C om m ittee of S herm an, Cam ­ 
eron, M andersoD, B utler Httd Co'.quitt.

S heridan in to a w itness against P a r­ 
nell before the L ondon C om m ission.

also explains th e cabie m essage sent to 
him self and A lexander S ullivan on M ay 0, 
1889, from M ichael D avilt, at P aris, and 
w hich D r. M cCahey attem pted to give sig­ 
nificance in connection w ith the disappear­ 
ance of D r. C ronin. 
H e Baid: 
“ On th e 
day m entioned I received a ciblegram from 
Paris, unsigned, b u t w hich I believed was 
from D avitt, inform ing m e that som e person 
on this side h ad offered to go to London 
and give evidence on behalf of th e P arn ell 
C om m ission, and th at m oney had been 
sent by the Timet people to Chicago, and 
Pueblo, Col., and asked m e to consult 
P atrick E gan on tb e subject. 
“On M ay 7th E gan cam e to m y office in 
O m aha, w nere we had a long consultation as 
to w ho the person w as w ho was going to turn 
traito r. 
On M ay C’.h and 7th the Chicago 
and O m aha papers contained articles a n ­ 
nouncing tbe disappearance o f C ronin.

guarantee m e absolute protection w hile in 
E ngland. 
"T h is m an gave his n am e as J . F . K irby 
and after som e fu rth er conversation 1 was 
requested by h im to nam e m y price. 
" ‘W ill the Times give m e $10,000 to do 
this th in g ? ’ I asked h im . 
“ K irby replied. ‘Y'cs. provided your evi­ 
dence is satisfactory. 
Y’ou w ill be paid the 
am o u n t one h o u r after yo u r exam ination 
closes.’ 
“ ‘W hat w ill you consider satisfactory 
evidence?’ I inquired. 
" ‘T he Times people w ant evidence to the 
effect th a t P arn ell was a parly to tn e P hte 
n ix P ark m urders, if n o t the in stig ato r of 
them , an d yo u r evidence to th a t effect will 
be satisfactory to m y friends and secure for 
you th e fortune yon nam e and the fullest 
protection of th e G overnm ent.’ 
“ ‘Is th e G overnm ent aiding th e Times 
in defraying th e expenses o f th e Cotnm is 
sio n ?’ I inquired. 
“ ‘N ot as a G overnm ent, but as individu­ 
áis I presum e they are,’ he replied. 
‘“ W hat guarantee w ill I have th a t your 
people w ill pay this m oney in the event of 
m y evidence proving satisfactory ?’ I asked. 
“ ‘Before you leavejthis co u n try ,’ he a n ­ 
sw ered, ‘Joseph Soam es w ill cable a draft 
to any b an k th at we m ay agree upon in 
New Y ork or Chicago in favor of your 
wife, or w hoever else yon m ay nam e, the 
sam e to be paid over as soon as yo u r ex ­ 
am ination closes, provided it is deem ed 
satisfactory.’

T h e N e w T r e a ty M a k e s C a n a d a a n U n ­ 
h e a lt h y P la c e fo r F o r g e r s .

O t t a w a (O nt.), Ja n u a ry 11th.—A copy 
of a draft of the extradition treaty agreed 
upon by Lord S alisbury aud the A m erican 
M inister in L ondon, for subm ission to the 
various legislative bodies for sanction, has 
been forw arded to the G overnor-G eneral 
from the Foreign Office, and handed by 
him to H on. Joseph C hapleau, Secretary of 
State. 
T he treaty has been confidentially 
com m unicated, and its precise text cannot 
therefore be m ade public, b u t it m ay suf­ 
fice to give a synopsis of its provisions. 
It is drafted as an extension of tb e A sh­ 
burton treaty of 1842. 
T he portion of th a t 
treaty w hich deals w ith extradition is com ­ 
prised in article 10. 
T h ecrim esm en tio n ed 
in th a t section as extraditable ate m urder, 
assault w ith in ten t to com m it m urder, 
piracy, arson, robbery snd the utterance of 
forged papers. 
T he new treaty recites that 
“ w hereas, it is desired by h er B ritannic 
M ajesty and the U nited States of A m erica 
th a t th e provisions of said article 10 should 
em brace certain other crim es n o t therein 
specified, therefore th e high contracting 
parties, after conferences betw een S alisbury 
and M inister L incoln, had agreed th a t the 
follow ing crim es, in addition to those m en ­ 
tioned in article 10, should be heucelorth 
extraditable, nam ely: 
"A ttem p t or conspiracy to m urder, m a n ­ 
slaughter, counterfeiting or altering m oney 
and u tterin g counterfeit or altered m oney; 
burglary, em bezzelm ent or larcpny of any 
snm or article of the value of $50 and up­ 
ward; rape or indecent assault on females; 
m alicious in ju ry to property w hereby the 
life of any person ia endangered; crim inal 
scuttling or destroying vessels on the high 
seas or on th e great lakes 1 1' N orth A m erica, 
or p.ttem pting or conspiring to do so; as­ 
sau lt on board a vessel ou the high seas or 
on tlie great lakes of N orth A m erica w ith 
in ten t to destroy life or to do grievous 
bodily h arm .” 
A ny person w ho has been convicted of 
any of these crim es, b u t w ho has not 
served bis sentence, shall be extradited. 
T he treaty shall not have retroactive force 
—th a t is, it w ill n o t apply to crim es com ­ 
m itted before legislative sanction has been 
given to il. 
Crim es of a political character 
are not lo b “ included in its provisions, and 
if a prisoner can show to a C ourt th at the 
real object of tin se m aking requisition for 
his su rrender is to try him for a political 
oflense he shall be set at liberty. 
A fugitive crim inal w ho has been acquit­ 
ted of th e charge for w hich extradition was 
sought shall n o t be tried for any other 
offense com m itted prior to th e date of ex­ 
tradition u n til he has first had an oppor­ 
tu n ity of retu rn in g to tbe country from 
w hich lie was extradited. 
T he treaty m ay 
be term inated by notification fr„m either 
of the contracting parties.
